Phoston Hill Slows Traffic 


On Monday evening, May 26, 
1986, two accidents occurred 
within minutes of each other on 
Highway 40 between the Midway 
turnoff and Phoston Hill. No 
fatalities were reported but 
several people involved were 
treated for minor injuries. 


The first accident occurred at 
approximately 5:30 p.m. at the 
intersection of River Road on 
Highway 40. A 1982 Datsun 
driven by Ann Marie Hair, age 
22 of Orem, was eastbound to 
Orem via Heber City with three 
family members as passengers. 
An unidentified vehicle pulled 
onto Highway 40 from River 
Road, failing to yield to the 
oncoming Datsun, and forced 
Miss Hair to either hit the vehicle 


stopped to assist the driver and 
passengers from the car. Officer 
Blake Wright of the Wasatch 
County Sheriff's Department 
arrived almost immediately to 
control the traffic while Utah 
Highway Patrol Trooper Jerry 
Murray investigated the accident 
and gave assistance to those 
injured.

District in 1986-87, and this 
represents an increase of 81 units 
from the number allotted this 
year. ; 

Wasatch School District will be 
guaranteed a basic school pro- 
gram of $1,204 per weighted 
pupil unit plus amounts for 
retirement, Social Security, 
transportation, career-ladder 
distributions, and a variety of 
other special programs. With all 
of these special allowances, it is 
expected that the district will 
receive about $1,589 for each 
weighted pupil unit in 1986-87. 

Although many educators ex- 
pressed disappointment over the 
level of education funding for 
1986-87, the Foundation noted 
that total expenditures authoriz- 
ed for education in Utah next 
year amounted to $1.3 billion. 
This sum is $54.2 million, or 4.3 
percent more than was approved 
this year and $173.3 million or 
15.2 percent greater than the 
amount expended for education 
last year. Of the total appropriat- 
ed for education in 1986-87, 
public education will receive 
$978.0 million and higher educa- 
tion will get $334.9 million. 

The study points out that a 
substantial portion of the new 
money allocated for education 
next year will be used to 
accommodate expanding enroll- 
ments. Because of anticipated 


cation, and the community 
education programs. A special 
session of the 1986 Legislature 
meeting .in May, however, 
testored $1.6 million to the ap- 
propriation for the adult high 
school completion program. 

The Foundation report ob- 
serves that a new noncontribu- 
tory retirement program was 
established for all state and 
school employees hired on or 
after July 1, 1986. Present 
employees covered by the 
existing system have until 
December 31, 1986 to decide 
whether or not to switch over to 
the new noncontributory system 
or to stay with the present 
system. 

The state provides funds to 
local school districts to pay the 
employer’s share of federal 
Social Security (FICA) costs, plus 
the employer’s share and most of 
the employee’s share of state 
retirement costs for local school 
employees. A total of $108.8 


million was appropriated for 
1986-87 to meet these Social 
Security and retirement obliga- 
tions.
